The active mind of man is restless tn 
ignorance, and has always attributed to them 
more or less iuterierence with our affairs, as if 
they were heaven-.sent messengers to bid kings 
thrones, nations go to war, or tne 
cholera or some worse plague traverse the earth. 
It seems strange that to things so beanttful should 
,bated onlyevlL It will perhaps add in­ 
terest and prevent some of these ungracious accu­ 
sations if we call to mind what we certainly snow 
iboui their history and conduct. 
TUX MOTION OF THE SOLAR SYSTEM. 
The motion of the planets among themselves Is 
generally. In a superficial way, understood; the 
principal difflcnlty befng to form any Just concep­ 
tion 01 their relative distances and the relative 
size of the earth.

There is some satisfaction In knowing that 
the meteor of 1811, in which year the great earth­ 
quake occurred in New Madrid, on tne Mississippi, 
U not expected to return until the expiration of 
3,000 years, and tuat many other comets that have 
been heretofore uiscovered may come and go 
without revealing as much of their continued 
exlsteuce to the Inhabitants of onr planet as a 
Jack 0» Lantern or ignis (atus. 
few comets 
created a greater sensation than that of 1858, 
which was remarkable lur richness In brllllancy, 
the length of Its tall and tne uniiormliy of Its 
breadth. It came when war was raglug in China 
between that Empire and the Western Powers, 
when

Mormons to tuelr senses. Walker, too, was oper­ 
ating in Nicaragua, and there were decidedly hos­ 
tile measures proposed lu Congress In consequence 
of the viBltlug of American vessels on tUe high 
seas by English slilps-of-war. Inundations caused 
great suffering and loss in tUe United States, and 
there was a grand eruption ol Mount Vosuvlns. 
Sickness prevailed to an alarm ing extent In New 
Orleans, Charleston and Savannah, and, to make 
the year still more memorable, there was a total 
eclipse of the suu In the month of March. 
rUE COMET OP 1868 
was discovered June 2 ol th at year by Dr. Q, a. 
Donatl (Whose name It bears) at Elorencs. it was 
then distant irom the earth 228,000,000 of miles and 
was for some time attorward visible only by the 
most poweriul of telescopes. 
But as Its course 
was observed It was anuouuced that It would pasa 
near the earth, close to the sun aad so near to Ve­ 
nus tnat that planet would be in danger. Traces 
of a tall were noticed August 20, and later it was 
perceptible to the naked eye in the northw estern 
heavens. It presented when viewed In this man­ 
ner a more striking and remarkable appearance 
than when exam lued through the telescope. The 
comet arrived at its least distance from tbe sun on 
the 30111 September, being then separated from 
that orb by a space of 56,000,000 of miles. For the 
next ten days Its appearance was extrem ely mag­ 
nificent. The nncieus or head resembled 
A GLOBE OF LIGHT, 
clothed In several envelopes of lesser brilliancy. 
The outerm ost of these envelopes was continued- 
indeflnitely to the northw ard in two bands, with 
a lesser light between them forming the tall. This 
rem arkable em anation might be described as the 
outer' envelope broken and 
the broken ends 
stream ing behind the enclosure; as the waves of 
tbe sea thrown out on either side by the passage 
of a Ship, with a dark, smooth wake between. 
In 
September the tall extended 40,000,000 miles, and 
early in the month covered thlrty-slx degrees. The 
appearance of tbe nucleus and Us envelopes varied 
In a very remarkable m anner, frequently assuming 
the lorm of a gas jet. 
Emanations of flashes of 
lignt irom the head appeared to pass along the 
tail tn lustaniKneous vibratious. 
Iho stars of the 
cousaliailou BuOtes were pialnly visioie tiirongtt 
tbe tall and suffered no diminution ol brightness: 
they rather ossnmed a pale, clear, steady aspect. 
Thu comet passed nearest to the sun >eptember 
29, and was at its Jeast distance from the earth— 
61,000,000 ol miles—on tbe lOth of October. 
On tne 
18th It approached Venus witnin 9-luoths of the 
earth’s distance from the sun. 
Had It been 
five days earlier the two bodies must have 
come in colli>lon. 
Its rapid passage to 
the 
Boutberu hemisphere rendered it invisible in the 
Unued States anur the eud 01 October, bat it was 
loUowud at Bamiago de Chill and the Capo of 
Good Hope for some m onths afterwards, and was 
last observed at the latter place, March 4, 18ó9. 
In California Donatl’a comet was seen to great ad­ 
vantage. it occupied a large space In tno heavens 
and was a wondermUy oeauttiui. blazing object, 
and was visible both In tne morning and evening. 
STORMS AND INUNDATIONS III THE UNITED STATES. 
Whatever may be said s i to comets portending 
dire effects It is bevond question th at the Cnited 
States Buflered most severely from storm s and 
floods during the summer and tall of 1868. The 
splendid spectacle offered by tne nights when tho 
beautiful boily was visible could have broiigUt but 
111 tie consolation 
to 
the 
houseless and half 
drowned people In the W estern and Southern 
parts 01 tne Cuion. A dreadinl hurricane passed 
over Beutonvllle, Ark., lu tne month ol June, by 
Which nearly every house in the town was blown 
down aad twenty-iive lives lost. The heavy ruins 
th at lell caused tne flooding ol the Lower Mississip­ 
pi. The stoi ms oi wind were terriflc. The H e r a ld 
of May 18, 1868, gave a deplorable account ol the 
destruction of property caused by this event. The 
I river had, with lew excepüons, covered the coun- 
; u y on both sides of It irom the month oi Lake 
Providence to MempUli, a distance of 700 miles. 
I and tne people had to remain in the upper stories 
Of tbeir Douses, the lower rooms being mil of 
I w ater. Tbe floods continued for months to inflict 
great damage, añü caused Intense alarm a.l over 
the country.

.Another poiut of difference lies in 
the fact that England has a comparatively 
homogeneous population, and the railway 
controversy has not become a sectional ques­ 
tion as it has in this country. The raiiroail

: agricultural West had not set the controversy 
i in motion. 
The problem in this country, be- 
. sides being larger in extent and stirring popu­ 
lar passions to a greater depth, is made more 


j difficult and unmai^gsable by the division of 
I legislative powers under our politic il system. 
In (Ireat Britain there is but one Legislature 
, possessing authority to grant railraad char- 
ters; in this country we have thirly-oight— | 
Congress and thirty-seveu State Legislatures. 
: We lack what England possesses, a lawmaking 
authority competent to deal with every brunch 


j of the subject in its whole extent without rais- 


i ing doubtful questions of jurisdiction and 
evoking clashing powers. 
English railway 
lagislatioD can proceed on a nnifonn plan, anth 
no other impediments than the inherent diffi­ 
culty of the subject, whereas in the United 
States the legislative authority is so split up 
and divided and may act on such jarring prin­ 
ciples that the wisest among us cannot see 
his way clear to a satisfactory solution.

The presentment of the Grand Jury in tbe 
case of the Commissioners of Charities and 
Correction charged those officials with gross 
irregularities iu the purchase of supplies for 
the department, calculated to lead to corrup­ 
tion. The evidence on wliich this present­ 
ment was based has been published in the 


H e r a l d , and, although referring only to the 
purchases of dry goods, developed enough to 
demand an immediate investigation by the 
Mayor and the removal of the Commissioners. 
Mr. Bowen, a member of the Charities and 
Correction Board, testified to the manner in 
which, in violation of the law and the regula­ 
tions of the department, the purchasing of dry 
goods had been placed in the hands of Mr. 
Myer Stern, one of his associates; to tbe pro­ 
test the witness had made against any pur­ 
chases by a single Commissioner ; to his dis­ 
covery that the goods purchased were charged 
to the city largely above their market value, 
and to his eventual refusal to certify to any 
more of such bills. 
The late purchasing 
agent of the department proved that the dry 
goods wore purchased by Commissioner Stern 
through a relative, who bought them at their 
market value, added from thirty to forty per 
cent to their legitimate cost and transferred 
them to the city, receiving the amount of his 
exorbitant bills from the Comptroller. 
A 
former clerk iu the Finance Department gave 
evidence that he had called the attention of 
that department to the irregular character of 
the bills and the exorbitant prices charged; 
that he had thereupon been transferred to 
another bureau, and that after bis transfer the 
objectionable bills had been paid by Comp­ 
troller Green. 
The persons who had sold the 
dry goods to Commissioner Stern’s relative 
testified that the purchaser had represented 
that he was buying them for the California 
trade and had paid for them the regular 
prices—about thirty-five per cent less than the 
city had been made to pay. 
If this was not a case calling for the Mayor’s 
action, tod it he did not violate bis oath of 
office 
by neglecting to investigate

charges, and to remove the Commissioners 
if they were substantiated, then there can be

The official O atetu of Saturday pabilsbes • de­ 
cree by the Captain General Imposing an e x tra ­ 
ordinary tax of two and a half per cent per annam 
on the value of city and country property, indus­ 
tries, commerce, arts and professions, the capital 
whereof Is to be ascerU lned by sworn statem ents, 
upon the basis of which the tax u to be estim ated. 
Individuals engaged In the arts or profesalona are 
to be taxed on then- annual u et incomes. Tbe tax 
is to be coUected quarterly in advance, beginning 
with July 1, 1874, and ending with July l, H78. The 
procoedB o f'th e tax are to be applied to the 
gradual am ortlzatioa of the debt of the Treasury 
of the island. 
E x ra rr. 
Generals and o ther officers aad privates of the 
army and navy, m em bers of the clergy, civil em­ 
ployes and o th er persons possessing no capital aud 
dependent on tbelr salanea lor support are ex ­ 
em pted, as Is also property In the city or country 
tbe constrnctlon or develupm ent of which began 
after July 1.

Perhaps the American sys­ 
tem is the best. 
Bach man or woman wui hold 
Mis or her theory on this point; but the facts of 
the m atter adm it of no dispute. The proper 
Observance of .Sunday, according to their ideas of 
propriety, was one oi the most Im portant points 
in the religious tenets, and the social discipline 
of the P untan settlers of New England, where the 
i-unday laws were for a time so severe th at the 
fame of their severity has passed into history. 
But of late years even .Vew England .Sabbatarian­ 
ism has become modifleU by the .-.pint of the age, 
aod many of the original Blue Laws and Sunday 
regulations of the New England s ta te s are now 
m ere dead letters on their statute books.

man who had heard the voice of Ood in tne hu ra 
ing bosh, who had seen and done the w onders tn 
the land of Egypt, who bad led forth Israel like a 
flock and betw een the crystal w alls of the uplifted 
sea nnd gone on dry land: who had seen tue bitter 
w ater of the desert sw eetened by God’s hand, and 
who had partaken ol an gel's lood. 
Was tnere any 
other suiseq uen t revelation that bad yet to be made 
to him? M oies made this request tiecanse be w as in 
trouble, and men alw ays M ayed when they were 
lu those circum stances. 
The veriest H ottentot 
tnrned eagerly to bis fe tch , to any dum bldol htt 
hand had maue, lor deliverance from trouble. One 
oi the latest stones exhum ed from the sands of 
E gypt w as w ritten all over with pages 01 an ac­ 
count o f a prayer that the king made when be w as 
deserted by ais iricnds and surrounded by bis 
enem ies. 
It would be rem em bered that previous 
to the battle o f Anrietam Lincoln promised Ood 
th a t If he would drive the reoels back into their 
own territory he wonld strike off every letter. 
So 
Moses had led np the children 01 Israel out of 
Egypt through the Red S c a and at the time of the 
oflenng of the prayer of tne te x t there w as a 
w idespread rebellion nnd a renunciation of God 
nnd o f Htt servant Moses. When tho ftavlour ol the 
world drew near His hour 01 agony He cried out, 
“ Father, glorify thou me w iih the glorv tliiit 1 had 
w ith thee before the world w a s;” and at this Junc­ 
ture 01 Moses’ history he turned nnto the Lord lor 
assurances or grace. 
Goil had tieen accustom ed 
to answ er the luayers of Moses, and ImmertiatelT 
he replied. “1 w ill m ake all my goodness puss be- 
fore tlieo.’’ 
This was not a turning aw av irom the 
term Moses used, hut rather an explanation ol it. 
Ior in the tuluU of God his goutiuess was the 
greatest glory that he could reveal. 
Moses waa 
iDslrnoted in the m eanw hile to hew ston es. lor 
new U bies. and In the m orning 10 ascend Mount 
Binal, Where a now revelation of tne c.*senco of 
r.od would he revealed, 
in the flaming bush Ood 
had sim ply asserted Hw existe n ce; the m iracles 
tn Egypt revealed Htt superiority to all other gnds 
th at were there worshipped. 
At the Red sea God 
bad shown hlmseir superior to nature In hoidtng 
the winds in liis flat and dividing the w aters and 
overtnrnlng Pharaoii and htt m ighty hosts, and in 
sending bread irom heaven and flesh on the wings 
of the w ind; but the new revelation made >0 
Moses cons;8te(l In God passing by and proclaim ­ 
in g htt n a m o :-“ lh e Lord, the Lord God. m erciful 
and gracious, long snfforlng and abundant tn 
goodness and truto, keep ing m ercy ior taousandH, 
forgiving iniquity, transgression ana sin, and that 
by no m eans will clear tne an ilty.” 
What w as the 
result 01 such a m anitestatlon of God’s exceeding 
glorv ? 
It did not burn nor blast nor blear the 
eye of Moses, bnt It cam e into his Boul with such 
r tnat lils very body shone w ith the glor> of
